KILLING IN 


WINNEMUCCA 


A Domestic Trouble Re- 


sults in a Fatal 


Shooting. 


WINNEMUCCA (Nev.) January 3. 


—George H Colson was shot and kill- 
ed here with a double-barreled shot- 
gun this evening about 6 o'clock, both 
barrels being emptied into the right 
side of his abdomen and neck by James 
A. Gale, a carpenter, who had been 
engaged by Colson, who is a carpenter, 
to help him to build his (Colson'a) 
residence, a few months ago. No def- 
inite Information con be had as to the 
killing. 


Cofson's body was found by Ihe coro- 


ner viith his left foot on the threshold 
of his houre, the door being open and 
an open knife by his side 
It was ap- 


parent that he had been shot from 
tne inside near the door.
